Churgini a) Gave 3^® latvian newspaper "Latvia^ which had an article about 
Eftza ZIVERTS C:> had inquired previously over the phone about info 
pertaining to above person and her husband and indicated to Ch* that 
sozoe ppeople frpm IiWgratlon were interested in this, for it is a fact 
that Elza ie coming to USA in October on a concert tour) Ghurgin did not 
raise any questione why <.his info was needed, and “toldj^^ freely oven 
without ^asking him that Martins Ziverta, according xo liTANATE , was 

vlsitea oy one ^turs LAPINS, who just recently attended the Peace 
Conference inySwe<^n s delegate from the USSR , respectively Latvian SS 
Churgin showed^ ^jthe TITANATE*s letter. Churgin also elaborated that 
as far as he lo^we and according to information which he received from 
TITANAT5 some time ago, some of Zi verts plays are being pjciyad presented 
in the Latvian SSH* Some of the plays are presented in tta ^aut the same 
way they have been written while others have been changed to fix the 
Communist ideology* There are rumors in Sweden that ZI VERTS has changed 
the plays to fit the communist ideology, however it could also be that 
some communist pi ay -write in Latvia has rewritten th em.

b; C 3 informed Churgin that Churgin must understand and that there should up 
not be any misunderstanding about his PCS assignment to '^ermany, for he was 
given the choice to decide what he wanted to do, and it was he himself who 
decided to go to Germany and therefore he should also realize that wo are xa 
not splitting hia family, but that it is his own choice to do so* Upon this 
Churgin stated that h« his wife can not believe that there is not a job for 
him^here* Churgin was informed that he will be able to see i^^ near 

future and that in cnaa he is not stisfied with my answer he discuss 

the sams matter withC^ ^ It ia my belief that Churgin understands the 
situation, however it seems like he has family difficulties which can not 
be resolved so easily* 

c) Since Churgin had inquired before about his departure date and if at all 
possible to make it siround and not before 1^ October 19^d, or better yet 
20 October 19^, ha was informed that probably it will be the latter date, 
because it will take some time to process his papers, etc Churgin informed 
that his wife can get the job In Lancaster ,Pa only around the middle of 
October and that he would like to help her to move* Ofcourse Churgin eaid 
that in case he has to leave for Germany sooner he will go as ordered, but 
his preference is 20 October 1933* Harry informed that he will see what can h 
be dona about this* 
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
